Base Navy Selections 
On Duty Performance 


The quality rather than the type of ser- 
vice performed by naval officers must 
henceforth be the controlling factor in 
selection for promotion, the Secretary of 
the Navy this week declared. 

In a “clarification” of policy announced 
by the Department, Secretary Swanson 
stated that specialists in aviation, sub- 
marines or technical should not be 
penalized in selection and in promotion 
to grades below captain the quality of 
service rather than the question of varia- 
tion of duty should be considered. Duty 
aboard smaller vessels “well performed”; 
declared the Secretary, should be given 
the same consideration as similar duty 
on capital ships, hitherto considered as 
necessary to an oflicer’s promotion. 


“The Secretary of the Navy announced 
today it has been found desirable to 
clarify the Department’s policy with 
reference to the eligibility of the line 
officers for promotion,” the Navy De- 
partment announcement stated. “With 
selection, as at present, extending down 
through the lower grades of line officers 
the controlling factor henceforth in an 
oflicer’s suitability for promotion will be 
the quality of duty performed rather 
than the type of duty to which he has 
been assigned. It is recognized by the 
Department that with the limited num- 
ber of capital ships, permitted by exist- 
ing treaties, it.is impossible for all 
ofivers to be assigned to larger vessels. 
And, it is not the desire of the Depart- 
ment to compromise the efliciency of the 
Fleet by frequent changes of officer per- 
sonnel for the sole purpose of assuring 
to officers in the Navy below the rank 
of Commander a varied service merely 
to round out their record. Therefore, 
duty well performed on submarine, 
patrol vessels, auxiliaries and aircraft 
will be given equal weight by future 
Selection Boards, to performance of a 
similar quality on capital ships. The 
specialists, whether a _ specialist in 
technical subjects, or one who, through 
recurring periods of duty, has been as- 
signed to a specialized type of vessel 
such as a submarine or aircraft, will not 
be penalized. While realizing that varied 
duty is still desirable from the point 
of view by a well-balanced naval officer, 
it is appreciated by the Department that 
circumstances are not such as to make 
this always compatible with the best of 
interest of the Navy as whole.” 


The new policy is laid down in the 
following letter from the Secretary of 
the Navy, addressed to the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation: 


“1. The Secretary notes the uncer- 
tainty existing in the minds of many line 
officers who, in the interest of Naval 
efficiency, have had consecutive tours of 
sea duty along specialized lines of en- 
deavor, as to the effect such specializa- 
tion will have upon their future selec- 
tion and promotion. It is his desire to

Service Pay Situation 


The bill by Senator McCarran of 
Nevada to restore full rates of pay ef- 
fective as of January 1, 1935, was to 
have had a hearing before the Senate 
Appropriation committee Friday, but 
this was postponed indefinitely. 


“The bill will include full Army and 
Navy Pay,” Senator McCarran told the 
JOURNAL, “and I intend to press it for 
consideration as hard as I can.” 


The Independent Offices Appropriation 
bill, which has now passed the House 
and Senate, carries no provision for this 
restoration, as of Jan. 1, although it 
does have the effect of restoring full 
base pay as of July 1, 1935. The Senate 
Appropriations committee and, later the 
Senate, approved of the House text with 
some modifications, but not with respect 
to earlier pay restoration. There was no 
mention of the topic on the Senate floor. 


Original plans to put the President's 
recommended legislation restoring full 
credit for longevity pay in the Indepen- 
dent Offices bill were changed and it is 
now the plan to insert this provision 
in the first of the appropriation bills 
carrying funds for one of the six ser- 
vices under the Joint Pay act, this is, 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast

Service News in Congress 


First stages of Army legislation and 
Navy legislation in every Congress per- 
tain largely to the reorganization of 
committees, the assignment of new com- 
mittee members, and arrangements of 
many routine details. Prompt attention, 
quite beyond that usually given by previ- 
ous Congresses, finds the Naval and the 
Military Affairs Committees of the 
House both of which deal with purely 
legislative topics, ready for active duty. 
The subcommittees of each committee, 
to whom the many service bills will be 
referred, have been announced. Much 
committee printing is necessary with 
every Congress and that, too, is well 
under way. 


The two subcommittees—one on Army 
Appropriations, the other on Navy Ap- 
propriations—were made up early, as 
previously announced, being part of the 
general Appropriations Committee. The 
Army bill already is under consideration. 
It will be reported to the House, it is 
understood, at an early day, carrying 
not a few provisions likely to be of 
especial interest to all branches of the 
military service. The advancement of 
this and of other appropriation measures 
is heralded as a pointer that House 
leaders propose, if possible, to make 
the session snappy and short. This idea 
seems to be influencing the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee to step along 
any measures that it favors. The fact 
that this committee was busy at the 
last session with several exhaustive in- 
vestigations may result in the curtail- 
ment of further investigations for a 
time. The effort there rather may be 
to formulate the texts of these new 
measures and speed them to the House

Army Revises Policies 
Governing Air Officers 


Policies covering the temporary ad- 
vancement in rank of officers of the Air 
Corps on command duty and also the 
annual classification of Air Corps offi- 
cers were approved this week by Sec- 
retary Dern. 

Under the policy the Commander of 
the General Headquarters Air Force 
may become either a brigadier or major 
general while the commanders of the 
first and second wings will become 
brigadier generals. The classification of 
officers would be done by a board of Air 
Corps officers to be appointed not later 
than June 30 annually. 

The official announcement follows: 


Temporary Increased Rank 

The reorganization of the Army Air 
Corps in 1926 and that now under way 
pursuant to the recommendations of the 
Special War Department Committee, of 
which former Secretary of War Newton 
D. Baker was Chairman, create many 
oceasions where junior Air Corps officers 
are called upon to perform duties and 
bear responsibilities of positions nor- 
mally involving higher rank and com- 
pensation. This situation was recog- 
nized by the Congress in 1926 when it 
passed the following Act: 

“The Secretary of War is hereby au- 
thorized to assign, under such regula- 
tions as he may prescribe, officers of 
the Air Corps to flying commands, in- 
cluding wings, groups, squadrons, 
flights, schools, important air stations, 
and to the staffs of commanders of 
troops, which assignment shall carry 
with it temporary rank, including pay 
and allowances appropriate to such 
rank, as determined by the Secretary 
of War, for the period of such assign- 
ment: Provided, that such temporary 
rank is limited to two grades above 
the permanent rank of the officer ap- 
pointed: Provided further, that no of- 
ficer shall be temporarily advanced in 
rank as contemplated in this section 
unless the Chief of the Air Corps cer- 
tifies that no officers of suitable per- 
manent rank are available for the 
duty requiring the increased rank; 
And. provided further, that no officer 
holding temporary rank under the 
provisions of this section shall be 
eligible to command outside of his 
own corps except by seniority under 
his permanent commission.” 

Because of the recommendations of 
successive Chiefs of the Air Corps, the 
above provisions of the law have here- 
tofore been held in abeyance. Secretary 
of War George H. Dern has now ap- 
proved a plan submitted by Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur in accordance with the 
Baker Board's report, which will inaugu- 
rate a system of temporary promotion 
in the Air Corps based on non-availabil- 
ity of officers of suitable permanent 
rank, and provide just reward and com- 
pensation for those performing duties 
and bearing responsibilities of higher 
rank. 

Among the more important positions 
included in this policy are:

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Press of Nation Urges Naval Personnel Increase and Additional Airplanes 


Increase in the officer and enlisted strength of the Navy and additional air- 
planes for both the Army and Navy is asked in recent editorials appearing in 
leading newspapers. Adoption by Congress of the recommendations of -the Navy 
Department for enlargement of Naval Academy classes and increase in enlistments 


is urged. 





“In asking a personnel increase of 6500 over the average of 81,500 men who 
were on the navy rolls during the past year the navy makes a very modest 
request,” states the San Diego Union. “And it emphasizes a need which cannot 
be ignored without jeopardizing all the advantages we would derive from adopting 
a well-rounded adequate building program. 

“Ships can be constructed in two or three years. In an emergency this con- 
struction period can be radically reduced, particularly in the case of destroyers 
and other smaller types. * * * 

“The trained personnel to man these ships cannot be provided nearly as 
quickly. Years of practical experience must go into the making of a destroyer 
commader—or a competent leading petty officer. Ships’ complements may be filled 
up with raw or hastily trained recruits as was done during the World War. 
These green hands worked wonders then. They made up their lack of knowledge 
and experience with a boundless enthusiasm, an unfailing eagerness to learn. 
Fortunately, they found on every ship a nucleus of officers and petty officers ready 
to give them the benefit of past experience. 

“Instead of keeping that lesson in mind, during the past 15 years we have 
forgotten that a shrinking navy must make up in improved quality what it loses 
in quantity. And, within reasonable limits, quality in the navy is much more a 
matter of men than of guns or ships.” 





“The best navy in the world would be no good at all if it did not have 
high grade men, highly trained, to operate it,” comments the Newport, R. I. News. 
“The American navy, as it is today, is a remarkably efficient navy. It is not so 
good a navy as it would be if it had more officers and men. Newporters knew this 
last summer, when the fleet was here. It was evident even then, to a good many 
civilians, that some of the ships were undermanned. 

“More boys may be sent to Annapolis soon, to provide the additional officers 
needed by an enlarged navy. What about enlisted men? The navy should have at 
least 6000 more men right away, and more will be needed from time to time as 
new ships are added to the fleet.” 
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advisers consider that the larger vessels—dreadnaughts, aircraft-carriers and heayy 
cruisers—cannot be operated safely with less than 85 per cent of complements. 

“At present the Navy has 9,300 commissioned and warrant officers; 5,700 ar 
assigned to the line. The Secretary states that the authorized increase in the 
fleet will require 2,000 additional commissioned officers within the next five years 

“Congress should adopt the Secretary’s recommendation that the number of 
midshipmen at Annapolis be increased after this fiscal year, ending June 30, 
Swanson considers that each Senator and Representative should be authorized ty 
appoint four men—instead of three—to the Naval Academy in 1935-36 and fiye 
annually thereafter. 

“Congress also should increase the number of bluejackets from 81,500 to 87,509." 





“The aircraft construction program authorized by the Vinson Bill contemplates 
bringing the naval air service from its present limit of 1,000 useful planes to aboyt 
1,900,” says the Washington Herald. 

“This increase should be quickly brought about and not haltingly and by 
piece-meal. 

“The requirements of our national security are sufficient justification for this 
increase in the Navy’s aviation equipment. 

“But there are other considerations. 

“Is it not true that the Government wants to put people to work? 

“Well, then—put them to work, building a Navy to protect the homes and 
families of our country.” 





The Rochester Times-Union comments: 

“The army chiefs have perfected certain plans for organizing the air force 
into three main regional divisions and also providing for rapid concentration of 
about 900 fighting planes if required. 

“We suppose this is good strategy, political and military. 

“While it is greatly to be regretted that nations have not yet learned to get 
along peaceably and avoid the burden of large military establishments, the present 
state of aircraft development exactly suits the defense requirements of the United 
States. 

“Only a nation which had succeeded in establishing an extensive and secure 
air base within or adjacent to the territory of the United States could possibly 
attack us with a really large air force. And even in that case there might be

Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey and 

Public Health Service. 

As recorded in the ArMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL last week, Representative Clar- 
ence J. McLeod, of Michigan, a member 
of the Naval Affairs Committee, made 
an unsuccessful attempt to amend the 
Independent Officers Appropriation bill so 
as to restore full pay schedules as of 
January 1, 1935 instead of next July. 
However, his amendment was rejected 
on points technical of order raised by 
Representative Woodrum, of Virginia, 
and Representative Blanton, of Texas, 
the latter a member of the subcommittee 
on Army appropriations. 

In defending his amendment, Mr. Mc- 
Leod stated : 

“The increase carried in my amend- 
ment would provide the money to carry 
out the dictum and the theory of the 
President himself 6 months early. Such 
action is quite proper and fitting at this 
time, inasmuch as the Congress discred- 
ited the so-called ‘cost of living’ theory 
when it restored two-thirds of the pay 
cut last year. 

“This is only an increase in the appro- 
priation as set up in the bill providing 
for the salary increases which are also 
contained in the bill and will amount to 
about $30,000,000. 

“In addition, the President himself, in 
his Budget message, repudiated the pres- 
ent set-up for continuing the pay cut 
when he declared that it was not pro- 
posed to continue the 5-per cent reduc- 
tion after July 1, 1985, even though the 
index figure of the cost of living now 
indicates that such restorations in all 
probability would not even be justified 
for some time after that date. 

“Living expenses have greatly in- 
creased due to acts of the administra- 
tion and Congress. The 5 per cent de- 
crease, or penalty of reduction, of sal- 
aries of Federal employees, inequitably 
and improperly made, was also the act 
of the administration and Congress. 

“When the President and we, the Con 
gress, openly admit by official acts and 
statements that due to conditions that 
the President and Congress are responsi- 
ble for, we must not penalize Federal 
employees by maintaining this 5 per cent 
decrease in pay any longer than next 
July, I contend no further argument is 





necessary. Our obligation and duty is 
clearly defined. Let us assist in the fight 
for recovery and not retard it.” 





Munitions Investigation 


After speeches by virtually every 
member of the committee, the Senate on 
Thursday voted $50,000 to continue the 
activities of its special committee in- 
vestigating the munitions industry. The 
committee has asked for $100,000. 


Meanwhile, Representative John J. 
McSwain, chairman of the House Mili- 
tary committee, announced that he will 
start hearings next Tuesday on the same 
subject. Mr. McSwain has introduced 
a bill “to take the profits out of war” 
and it is on this bill that his committee 
will meet. His first witnesses, he said, 
will be Bernard M. Baruch, Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur, USA, and Brig. Gen. 
Hugh 8. Johnson, all members of the 
President’s committee to study the 
same field. 

Following up the speeches made last 
week by Senators Clark and Pope, 
Senator Bone on Monday addressed the 
Senate in behalf of a liberal appropria- 
tion with which to continue the activi- 
ties of the special committee investi- 
gating the munitions industry. 

“From my contacts with the men who 
actively participated in the World War, 
I am firmly convinced that the great 
majority of them—perhaps it would not 
be an exaggeration to say that practi- 
cally all of them—want the facts about 
war profits and the commercial side of 
war brought out into the full light of 
day so far a8 we are able to accomplish 
that end. Large numbers of them have 
assured me that veterans have become 
deeply resentful against what has ap- 
peared to them to be a determined effort 
over the past few years to suppress the 
facts about such profits. Whether or 
not this charge be true, the fact remains 
that this large group of our citizens 
have every legitimate right to call upon 
us to make a full disclosure. Whatever 
reasons exist for secrecy in this busi- 
ness are not to be weighed against the 
right to be fully informed of men who 
offered their bodies to their country. The 
sacrifices of these men made war profits 
possible. If these profits were uncon- 
scionable, if the methods employed to 
gain them were wrong, if the whole 
theory of private profits in war is 
wrong, then the soldiers, above all

others, should know. Personally, I feel 
a great responsibility to these men in 
this matter. 

“Leading representatives of the pri- 
vate munitions business were asked very 
definitely just what they thought would 
result from the ever-increasing expendi- 
tures for armaments. Practically with- 
out exception their answers expressed 
grave fears for the financial future of 
nations engaged in this mad race. 
Further interrogated as to what they 
thought would happen in the event of 
another great international conflict, the 
answers were also practically unanimous 
that such a conflict would destroy our 
western civilization.” 

On Tuesday Senator Wagner presented 
the Senate with a concurrent resolution 
from the legislature of the State of New 
York declaring that “the sale of muni- 
tions by American manufacturers to such 
countries should be under the sole con- 
trol of the Government of the United 
States so as to eliminate that type of 
salesmanship, employed by munitions 
manufacturers, which creates fears and 
visions of impending danger of war. 
Thus forming among the peoples of the 
world intense distrust, hatred, and war 
fever in a gigantically organized propa- 
ganda, born of a desire by these manu- 
facturers to establish markets for their 
munitions.” The resolution “memorial- 
izes the United States Congress to con- 
sider legislation looking to either taking 
all profits out of war or putting the 
business of manufacturing munitions of 
war solely in the hands of the United 
States Government.” 





Army Purchases 


Assistant Secretary of War Woodring, 
in his annual report to the Secretary, 
expresses the belief that while some 
negotiated contracts are advisable, in 
the majority of cases open competition 
is preferable. 

“Centralization, decentralization, com- 
petition, and negotiation all have their 
adherents, their advantages, and their 
limitations,” Mr. Woodring says. “There 
is no question in my mind but that there 
are occasions when purchase by nego- 
tiation, even in Government buying, is 
advisable, but in the vast majority of 
cases I am convinced that the sealed- 
bid method is preferable. This fact is 
recognized in the Aircraft Act of 1926, 
which permits three methods of pur- 





chase: viz., after design competition, 
purchase by negotiation of units for ex- 
perimental purposes, and purchase ip 
quantity by competition. It is further 
emphasized by the House Committee on 
Appropriations in its report on the War 
Department appropriation Dill, fiscal 
year 1935, in which this statement ap- 
pears: 

* * * the committee feels that purchases 
should be made in accordance with the pro- 
cedure established generally by law for the 
making of procurement contracts. Moreover, 
it is of the opinion that to the greatest 
possible extent regular commercial products 
should be bought without requiring the 
embodiment therein of special features be 
yond such as the using branches may de 
termine to be essential in a strict military 
sense and not merely to satisfy the whim 
or fancy of some individual. * * * 

“Since assuming the procurement dv- 
ties which were formerly the respons- 
bility of The Assistant Secretary of War 
for Air, I have stopped all negotiated 
purchases of aircraft except those for 
that type of experimental equipment 
which is obtainable from but one source. 
Airplanes and accessories, motors, and 
spare parts are now being purchased by 
competitive bid. This action, however, 
should by no means be construed as a 
indication that we fail to realize that 4 
forward-looking policy of national é 
fense demands that we foster advance 
ment in the aircraft arts and that we 
continue alert to the advantages of 
sound progress in the industry. 
Aircraft Act of 1926 provides means 
such stimulation. It authorizes the 
holding of design competitions with 
sequent contracts to the winner or 
ners thereof; and authorizes pa 
to them of sums up to $75,000 for aay 
design of aircraft, aircraft parts, 
aeronautical accessories which the Pat 
ent and Design Board, under the ree 
ommendation of the National Advisor 
Committee on Aeronautics, shall 8?

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Study Widows Pension Increase 

Liberalization of widows’ pension 
provisions is receiving active considera- 
tion at the Veterans Administration, it 
was revealed this week. 

The question of widows’ benefits, 
Veterans Administration officials say, is 
being studied with a view to recom- 
mending changes to Administrator Hines 
and the President, either by executive 
order or new legislation. The study is 
being made, it was stated, in accordance 
with the policy of constantly reviewing 
veterans acts and _ regulations, to 
remedy inequalities and injustices. 

In the meanwhile, in Congress meas- 
wes are being pressed for increased 
widows’ benefits. A number of bills have 
been introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives upon which action will be 
urged, which would aid Regular Service 
widows. 

Representative Taylor of Tenn. has in- 
troduced HR 2069, to grant a pension of 

& month to widows of veterans of 
the World War, where such veterans 
death was not service connected. Enact- 
ment of such a law would create a pen- 
sionable status which would be of great 
importance in the future to Regular 

ce personnel. Under existing provi- 
sions, the widows of officers and en- 
men of the Regular Army and 

Navy are entitled to a pension if their 
husband died as a result of an injury 
or disease contracted while in service. 
The effect of this law is to deny a pen- 

to widows of retired officers and 
men, except where the death of the hus- 

d can be attrbuted to his active duty 
‘ervice. Death from old age or any cause 
atising after retirement does not create 

4 pensionable status.

Still 
another bill, HR 1404, introduced by 
Representative Lundeen, would restore 
Spanish War widows to the former $30 
a month rate and would presumably 
wipe out the income limitation. Under 
this bill, widows who are 70 years old 
would receive $40 a month. 

Representative Knutson has introduced 
a bill (HR 20385) which would increase 
by $25 a month any widow pensioner, 
who on account of age or physical or 
mental disabilities, is “helpless or blind 
or so nearly helpless or blind as to need 
or require the regular aid and attendance 
of another person.” The bill would re- 
strict its provisions to widows drawing 
compensation under the regular pension 
laws, and not to those granted a pen- 
sion under special act of Congress. 

Widows drawing pension for the ser- 
vice connected death of their husband in 
the World War would have their com- 
pensation increased to $60 a month under 
a bill introduced by Representative 
Dockweiler. The bill, HR 1428, restricts 
the increase to widows who have an in- 
come of less than $1,800 a year. 





National Defense Week 


The Office of the Chief of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau is sending the fol- 
lowing letter to all Adjutants General 
of States, Territory of Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico, and the District of Columbia Mili- 
tia.

Army Air Mail Cost 

The official story of the Army Air 
Corps Mail operations from February 12 
to June 30 of last year is told with au- 
thoritative details in a letter from Post- 
master General Farley to the Senate. 
This letter, enclosing a final report from 
the War Department, has been referred 
to the Senate Committee on Postoffices 
and Postroads. It. probably will not be 
printed as a public document but held in 
the committee files for reference. 

The total cost of these Army Air Corps 
operations for the four-and-a-half-month 
period are shown to have been $3,767,- 
355.22, of which $1,518,350.91 is to be ab- 
sorbed by the War Department. Salaries 
paid were $1,052,526.37, of which but 
$297,195.46 were charged to the Postoffice 
Department because not payable from 
War Department appropriations. The 
Post Office Department also paid $642,- 
236.39 per diem expenses. Gasoline and 
oll cost $343,040.17, which the Post Office 
Department paid, but a depreciation, fig- 
ured at $280,110, was charged against 
the War Department. 

The Army fliers had 14,745.2 hours in 
transporting the mails, the cost of which 
averaged $255.50 per hour. The average 
cost of all the mail flying averaged $.70 
per mile. Nine types of planes, including 
pursuit, bombardment, attack, observa- 
tion, cargo and training planes, were em- 
ployed. Of the total of 1,707,559 miles 
flown, 515,442 were in the eastern area; 
580,773 in the central area and 300,266 
in the western area. There were 768,215 
pounds of mail transported, of which 
300,266 pounds, 242,914 and 225,035 
pounds were in the eastern, central and 
western areas respectively. 

The total cost to the Government of 66 
accidents in the Army Air Corps mail 
operations was $517,559, ranging from 
$500 to $45,400 in each case. Of this cost 





$391,305 was for airplanes; $124,729 for 
engines, while there was but $1,525 in 
damage to private property. It is notice- 
able that 50 of the 66 accidents occurred 
during the last half of February and the 
month of March, which will be recalled 
as a period of very stormy weather, ex- 
ceptionally hazardous for flying. There 
was but one flying accident in May and 
none in June. 

The heaviest property loss occurred at 
Jerome, Idaho, February 16, 1934, when 
Second Lieutenant Eastham, of the Air 
Reserve, lost his life while flyjng to 
familiarize himself with his route and 
flew into the ground at night under ad- 
verse weather conditions. His airplane 
represented an estimated cost of $32,500 
and the engine an estimated cost of 
$12,900—$45,400 in all—to the Govern- 
ment. Many of the 66 accidents were of 
a minor sort, as when 2nd It. W. J. 
Kelly of the Air Reserve on February 17, 
1034, also flying to familiarize himself 
with his route, made a forced landing at 
New Cumberland, Ohio, due to carbure- 
tor trouble. It cost $500 to repair his 
bent propeller and damaged wing tip. 
Lt. C. B. Stone, as another similar ex- 
ample, while flying the mail March 81, 
1034, struck a telegraph pole in landing 
at Sacramento, Calif. It cost $700 to 
make good the damages to the right wing 
of his plane, to the propeller and to an 
engine nacelle strut. 

All this and much more are set forth 
carefully, in many tables and columns of 
figures and charts, which will be avail- 
able for reference if ever there comes a 
revival of the notable controversy over 
the Army Air Corps Mail operations.

Receive Senators at Manila 

Manila, P. I.—The military partici- 
pated in the reception of the Senatorial

dispel this uncertainty. 

“2. The attention of the Service in the 
past has been invited to the fact that, 
with the construction of battleships at 
a temporary standstill and the expansion 
of the Fleet in other types of vessels, it 
is no longer possible to assign all officers 
to periodic tours of duty in battleships, 
even if such a course were otherwise con- 
sidered necessary ; and that equally valu- 
able assignments for training exist in 
aircraft carriers, light and heavy cruis- 
ers, destroyers, submarines, patrol ves- 
sels, auxiliaries and aircraft. 


“8. The Secretary further wishes to 
emphasize that the repeated assignment 
of many officers to special types of duty, 
for which they have been fitted by post- 
graduate instruction or special training, 
is highly essential to the efficiency of 
the Fleet, whether or not such duty is 
desired by the officers themselves, and 
that the assignment of such officers be- 
low the rank of commander to other 
general service for the sole purpose of 
‘rotation’ or ‘rounding out the record’ of 
an individual at the expense of the Ser- 
vice is, at the present time, considered 
neither necessary nor desirable. 

“The Secretary considers it necessary 
to Naval efficiency and to the best inter- 
ests of the Service that extended devo- 
tion to duty in all Naval specialties and 
the successful performance of specialist 
duty be given full consideration in de- 
termining an officer's fitness for promo- 
tion, equal to that given other general 
line duties equally well performed. Con- 
tinued employment on specialist duty of 
officers below the rank of commander 
should not adversely affect their pros- 
pects for selection and promotion.” 

Rear Adm. William D., Leahy, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation in forwarding 
the letter to service, said: 


“The Bureau of Navigation is of the 
opinion that repeated assignment to 
specialist duty of officers below the rank 
of commander has not had any adverse 
effect on these officers’ prospects of pro- 
motion and it is particularly important 
that it should not in future have an 
adverse effect in view of the present 
policy of the Department to utilize young 
line officers for the duties of the staff 
corps.

Hits Communistic Influences 
Charges that a well-organized cam- 
paign “to create disloyalty and provoke 
sabotage” has been instituted by Com- 
munists among enlisted men of the 
Army and Navy were made by Rear 
Adm, Clark H. Woodward, USN, mem- 
ber of the Navy General Board. 
Speaking at a dinner of the National 
Sojourners at Quantico, Va., Admiral 
Woodward declared that Communistic 
doctrines were constantly being spread 
through the United States, particularly 
in the schools and colleges and in the 
Army and Navy. These activities in the 
armed forces, he averred, have become 
a real menace to our national defense 
and are causing real concern. 
“Communism—the ‘Red Peril’—is rife, 
and even our own beloved land has suf- 
fered considerably from its baneful and 
pernicious influence,” he said. “By its 
encroachment the morale of the world 
has been lowered, while armies, navies 
and people, at times, have become law- 
less mobs. It constitutes an enduring 
menace to all nations. Starvation and

An interesting contrast is afforded by 
the changes in flag commands announced 
in our last issue, and one which shows 
how promotion to the list of rear-admirals 
has been slowed down. For the vacancy 
in the command of the 
Squadron the Admiralty have chosen the 
most junior flag officer, Rear Admiral 
D’Oyly Lyon, promoted on November 25. 
That he is given his chance so early and 
without the long wait which is the lot 
of most junior flag officers is all to the 
good. But he is already 51, in spite of 
the fact that he has had a successful 
career. On the other hand, the new 
Commander-in-Chief at Plymouth, Vice- 
Admiral the Hon. Sir Reginald Plunkett- 
Ernle-Erle-Drax, is only 54, although he 
has been seven years on the flag list 
and the Plymouth Command will be his 
fourth flag appointment. He was 47 
when promoted to rear-admiral. The 
officer whom he succeeds at Plymouth, 
Vice-Admiral Sir Eric Fullerton, is only 
56, although he has had 8% years on 
the flag list. Judged by the standard 
of these Plymouth admirals, Rear- 
Admiral Lyon ought to have been pro- 
moted three or four years ago. There is 
something amiss with the present system 
when it becomes impossible for even the 
most talented and distinguished officer 
to get his flag until he has passed the 
age of fifty.

What is the primary function of a 
destroyer? Is it: 

(i) To screen and protect the heavy 
ships against submarine attack, and de- 
stroyer attack; or (ii) to attack the 
enemy’s heavy ships with torpedoes?

Doesn't the size of 
the latter, and its range, which is de- 
termined largely by its size, affect the 
range at which gun actions are fought: 
Hence, if you whittle down the torpedo

old 18-in., you could afford to reduce 
the size of your gun, and hence the ton- | 
nage of your ships by reducing the | 


armour necessary. In other words, re- 
establish close fighting at ranges of 10,- 
000 yards and less. 

With the destroyer of today liable to 
be called upon to perform many of the 
functions for which the old type of 
cruisers were designed, the subject is 
one which should concern all students 
of naval architecture.

TOKYO, Dec. 22—The prospect of a 
naval race with the United States need 
not disturb Japan, according to an un- 
named naval officer who surveys the en- 
tire position for several provincial ver- 
nacular newspapers. The gist’ of his 
argument is that the Japanese Navy is 
at present superior to the American; 
that America, whose .shipbuilders are 
“notorious for crude technique,” will 
find it difficult to build up to a five-three 
superiority; and that even if the ships 
are built it will be still more difficult to 
find trained men to man and command 
them. He ends by a boast, which is 
not quite typical of Japanese naval 
officers, that in courage and morale the 
Japanese seamen are far superior to the 
Americans. 

The officer, whose tone is cocksvure, 
thinks the termination of the Washing- 
ton Treaty will be a “stupefying blow” 
to Secretary Swanson and Representa- 
tive Vinson, who have “looked on that 
treaty as the golden rule.” He thinks 
that if the conference of 1935 fails, a 
shipbuilding race between Japan and the 
United States will be inevitable.

Gun Cruiser Versus Flying Deck 
Cruiser 
Bditor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Since the London Conference of 1930, 
there has been some thought that the 
Navy should build, if only for experi- 
mental purposes, a vessel half gun 
euiser and half airplane carrier. This 
type they call the flying deck cruiser. 

Some members of the House Naval 
Committee have appeared to want to 
build a flying deck cruiser. Last winter 
the Secretary of the Navy explained to 
the House Naval Committee why the 
Navy Department did not think a flying 
deck cruiser a good investment. The 
House Naval Committee and the Navy 
Department appear to continue to have 
differing opinions. It is reported that 
last November, before the Howell Avia- 
tion Commission, the Chairman, House 
Naval Committee, advocated the con- 
struction of a flying deck cruiser. 

Before some twenty million dollars 
and some ten thousand tons of cruiser 
are expended experimentally, it would 
seem possible to analyze the strategic 
and tactical values of the proposed type, 
and so reach a conclusion, reasonably, 
whether the expenditures are justified, 
even for experimentation. 

There continue to be differing opinions 
ia prominent quarters. There is a recent 
newspaper report that the House Naval 
Committee continues to consider a flying 
deck cruiser. 

Airplanes are carried on battleships, 
ind on two types of light ships,—gun 
cruisers and airplane carriers. 

The battleships and the gun cruisers 
each carry a few seaplanes. These sea- 
planes are shot into the air by cata- 
pults, They are very small seaplanes. 
On return they must alight on the sea 
and be picked up by hoisting gear. Sea- 
planes can not be used at all in a mod- 
trately rough sea. No matter how per- 
fect the visibility and flying weather, a

and subsurface elements. Each surface 
and subsurface type, to survive, then 
must not only have inherent survival 
qualities, but also must be used with an 
artfulness that causes all the others to 
strengthen and support any one. 

Just as aircraft on land must have a 
flying field as a base, so aircraft at sea 


must have seagoing flying fields, as 
bases. And if the seagoing flying fields,, 


with their necessarily fragile landing 
decks, are not kept intact by the protec. 
tion of the fleet’s guns, the seagoing 
airpower is very soon totally destroyed. 
It therefore follows that the art of 
giving survival quality to the pure type 
airplane carrier, and to the air power 
feature of the flying deck cruiser, lies 


in getting the maximum results from 
their air power, while preventing the 


flying on decks from being shot at. 

The art of giving the pure type six- 
inch gun cruiser survival quality lies in 
a superior balance among weights as- 
signed compartmentation, armor, speed 
and guns; a high degree of skill in gun- 
nery and a stragetic use of the type that 
does not require the cruiser to go under 
battleship’s guns. 

On commerce protection operations 
and on distant scouting operations, 
which can be called cruiser operations 
in the stragetic field, the proposed flying 


deck cruiser is not strong enough in 
guns, and has not sufficient survival 


quality, to be sent on such tasks. Her 
heavy supply of airplanes are beyond 
single ship needs. Her air power can 
be wiped out by the guns of an ocean 
liner. One hostile gun hit would splinter 
her flying on deck, and her aviation 
would perish in the sea because of no 
landing field to return to. Rather the 
flying deck type would have to be kept 
with the battleships. This would dimin- 
ish the quantity of cruiser tonnage other- 
wise assignable to stragetic tasks. Thus 
the flying deck cruiser is not helpful 
stragetically. 

Coming to her tactical use, the pro- 
posed flying deck cruiser is less than 
half useful as an airplane carrier be- 
cause she has less than half the air- 
planes, and too weak as a gun cruiser 
because she has an inferior gun battery. 
To preserve her air power you have to 
keep her away from hostile guns. If 
you send her in to use her guns, we 
destroy her air power, and send a vul. 


nerable craft with weak gun battery 
against equal tonnage less vulnerable 


with heavier gun battery. When the 
operation of her air power has died 
down, she is next to no help in the gun 
contacts. Worse, her almost sure de- 
struction by guns follows. 

Consequently, the flying deck cruiser 
will have conflicting features,—airpower 
that will render her guns inoperative, 
and gun powers that will render her 
aviation inoperative. 

While the airplane is now indispensa- 
ble to each ship, the present battleship 
and gun cruiser seaplanes can be a 
serious embarrassment to those types. 
Those types can not use their guns dur- 
ing the critical interval when they are 
releasing their seaplanes. While their 
seaplanes are aloft, the rear admirals 
and captains can not concentrate on their 
gunnery problems, because there is an 
inescapable anxiety in the commanders’ 
minds about recovering those seaplanes, 
for those seaplanes are bound to go dead 
when endurance limit is reached. Dur- 
ing recovery of the seaplanes the ships 
again can not use their guns. 

The obvious answer is to hope that 
some day each division of battleships 
and each division of cruisers will have 
each its own airplane carrier. Then 
we will be able to remove every seaplane 
from the gun ships, yet have an increase 
of aviation at command for the service 
of the gun ships whether dispersed out 
on stragetical operations, or are concen- 
trated in on tactical operations. Then 
we will have all one type-wheel air- 
planes able to operate independently of 
a rough sea. 

In the fleet, to get the jump, our avia- 
tion must first put down the other fel- 
low’s aviation; then our guns will start 
out with a superiority that will never 
be lost. To get this, we ought to strive 
to get our own aviation organized into 
primary concentrations independent of

the dispersal of the guns. This will en- 
hance the power of our fleet air force, 
and release gun battery commands to 
give undivided attention to gunnery. 
This will improve gunnery concentration. 

Along the line of fleet aviation de- 
velopment, nothing that will do more to 
improve the defensive value of the fleet 
appears in sight, than getting the sea- 
planes off the gunships. Rather than try- 
ing to come to a two-purpose type ship, 
the flying deck cruiser, every thought 
should be bent on finding ways and 
means to keep guns and aviation from 
embarrassing each other by being on 
the same ship. 

It would appear that the defensive 
value of the fleet would be improved by 
following the principle,—The pure one- 
purpose type airplane carrier for better 
fleet aviation and better gun control; 
the pure one-purpose type air gun crui- 
ser for better gunnery and better air 
power control.

Urge Reserve Enlistments 

Commanding officers of ships and sta- 
tions were advised this week that the 
Navy Department desires to enlist in 
the Naval Reserve as many honorably 
discharged ex-Navy men as_ possible, 
who are physically qualified and under 
the age of 35. 

In a letter issued to the service by 
the Bureau of Navigation, commanding 
officers are urged to encourage men to 
enroll in the Reserve, when they are 
discharged from the Regular Navy and 
decide not to reenlist. Reservists of this 
class are not required to perform any 
active duty, but by holding themselves 
available, are extremely valuable in 
time of war, it is pointed out. 

“It is desired to enlist in the Naval 
Reserve as many as possible honorably 
discharged ex-Navy men physically 
qualified therefor and less than thirty- 
five years of age,” the Bureau states. 

“Ex-regular Navy men whose service 
in the Navy and Naval Reserve is con- 
tinuous, are entitled to continuous ser- 
vice benefits if and 
from the Naval

the Navy are not authorized beyond three 
months from date of regular Navy dis- 
charge. Men discharged from the regu- 
lar Navy desiring to maintain continu- 
ous service should be enlisted in Class 
V-4 of the Naval Reserve in the rating 
in which discharged. 

“Others who have been out of the 
Navy or the Naval Reserve for more 
than three months should be enlisted in 
Class V-6 of the Naval Reserve. Class 
V-3 is to be composed only of men of 
communication and other ratings asso- 
ciated with organizations of the Naval 
Communication Reserve. Enlistments in 
this class will be made by Unit and See- 
tion Commanders of the Naval Com- 
munication Reserve under direction of 
the Commandants of Naval Districts. 


“In peace times, reservists of Glasses 
V-4 and V-6 are not required to perform 
any Naval or Naval Reserve activities, 
other than to keep the Commandant of 
the Naval District in which they reside 
informed of their address, They are 
recognized as members of the Naval es- 
tablishment, and in the event of war are 
available for active duty in the Navy 
in ratings held, 


“The Bureau desires that enlistments 
of men eligible for Classes V-4 and V-6 
of the Naval Reserve be encouraged, es- 
pecially is it desired that men be en- 
listed in Class V-4 at the time of their 
discharge from the regular Navy unless 
they expect to reenlist therein. Com- 
manding Officers of ships and stations 
should encourage those men who are not 
reenlisting in the regular Navy to enlist 
in Class V-4 of the Reserve. Such of 
these as decline to enlist in the Naval 
Reserve should be furnished with the 
address of the Commandant of the Na- 
val District in which they reside and be 
advised to keep in touch with the Com- 
mandant with a view to future enlist- 
ment in the Reserve.”

THD PRESIDENT’S SOCIAL SECURITY program contemplates payment of 
old age pensions ranging up to $60 a month. “No person,” says the report of the 
President’s Committee on Economic Security, “may be denied a pension * * * whose 
income is not larger than is necessary for a reasonable subsistence compatable with 
decency and health.” We trust that these contemplated rates and this statement of 
“a reasonable subsistence compatable with decency and health” will serve to call 
sharply to the attention of Congress and the President the shabbiness with which 
they have served the aged and deserving widows of the personnel of the regular 
service. Pension rates running up to $30 a month,—small enough—were reduced to 
$22.50 and in many cases, because of smal] outside incomes from life savings or life 
insurance, were eliminated entirely. To these widows whose lives were devoted to 
their country, whose homes were wherever military exigency dictated the station of 
their husbands, whose family life was always subordinated to the needs of their 
nation, every consideration should be shown. Instead they have become virtually 
the “forgotten” class. The widow of an officer who completed his active career and 
died after retirement, instead of being assured a reasondble pension must endeavor 
to secure classification under some of the pension laws drafted for the benefit of 
the widows of temporary war soldiers, failing which she is entitled to nothing unless 
she can prove that death was due to his active service. One of the inducements con- 
templated by youths entering the services is that in lieu of the higher pay sched- 
ules obtainable in other professions they are offered security for their own future 
and for their dependents. Instead, their own pay has been cut and the outlook for 
their loved ones declines. Mr. President and members of Congress—let us have a 
“security program” for the personnel of the armed forces! 


EVER MINDFUL OF HIS AXIOM that trained personnel is the paramount con- 
cern, General MacArthur is carrying to fruition his determination that any future 
emergency will find the War Department prepared, within the limitations imposed by 
the means permitted it in peace-time, to properly fit and train the men who will 
fight the country’s battles. The Four Army plan with its GHQ Air Force marked 
the greatest step forward since the World War in an organizational set-up capable 
of rapid utilization for defense. The GHQ exercises last Summer and those planned 
for this Summer (one with the actual employment of troops on the ground) serve 
to enhance the utility of this plan and to develop organizational training in terms 
of Armies rather than divisions or regiments. Following his other training projects 
General MacArthur now comes forth with a program and schedules for mobiliza- 
tion training. Under his direction the Operations and Training division of the 
General Staff, together with the Chief of Infantry, Chief of Cavalry, Chief of 
Field Artillery, and the Chief of Coast Artillery, have been at work for two years 
on this important pioneering project. The schedules, soon to be transmitted to the 
service for test and development, are based on training the individual soldier so as 
to give him in the first few days of his military service the necessary instruction 
in such basic subjects as the use of his weapon, the adjustment of his equipment, 
personal hygiene, and the rudiments of discipline. From there they develop into 
specialized training and progress forward to make him part of his team, first the 
squad and then the larger units. Development and use of these schedules will avoid 
the terrific losses suffered in the World War from inadequate training, some inci- 
dents even being reported where troops reached the front lines uninstructed in the 
loading and firing of their rifles. To secure every benefit from the excellent plans 
and defense programs developed under the guidance of the Chief of Staff Congress 
must afford the necessary men and materiel. 


SECRETARY SWANSON’S ANNOUNCEMENT that in the future diversified 
training on the various types of vessels will not be considered necessary for the 
establishment of a satisfactory record will be welcomed by the service and will work 
for the benefit of the Navy. While the decision was brought about by necessity of 
circumstances and not entirely by a change of doctrine its effect nevertheless will 
be beneficial. There are many who do not agree with the conception that every 
officer should be an expert in all lines. The value of specialization has been proved 
in all lines of endeavor. A junior officer who displays talent and appitude for a 
certain type of duty should be encouraged in it and should not be under the ne- 
cessity of seeking assignment for duty on vessels less to his liking in order that 
when his record goes before the selection board it will display the required diversity 
of duty. By permitting a certain amount of specialization among the younger offi- 


cers the Navy will foster the morale of its personnel and the development of its |

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Naval Flying Cadets-—-Within the next few days, a bill will be sent to Congress from 
the Navy Department to create the grade of Flying Cadet in the naval service. 
The move is designed to secure additional aviators needed for the treaty Navy. 

Under the terms of the measure, the graduates of civilan universities who are 
trained at the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla., to be naval reserve aviators, will 
be recruited as Flying Cadets rather than as enlisted men of the Naval Reserve, 
and upon graduation from the flying school will perform their active duty with the 
leet as cadets rather than as reserve ensigns. 

The change to be proposed by the Navy Department will follow the procedure 
in effect in the Army. A study of the cost of training and keeping reserve flyers 
on active duty in both services made by the Navy Department revealed that the 
Army cost was considerably lower and the present bill was drafted so that more 
flyers could be secured within appropriations available. Under the present plan, 
the men selected for training at Pensacola would receive $30 a month while at the 
school, but upon graduation would receive the pay and allowances of an ensign 
for the duration of their year or two duty with the Fleet. The proposed bill would 
allow them $75 a month during the whole period. 

When the new carriers and planes are put into service there will be a shortage 
of Regular Navy officer pilots which cannot be met by training Naval Academy 
uraduates. The Department plans to meet this deficiency by keeping reserve pilots 
on active duty. By paying them as cadets rather than as ensigns, a larger number 
can be used. Reserve comnissions would be given to the cadets when they are 
detached from active duty. 











Honor General Pershing—Representative Remus has introduced a bill providing 
for the establishment of the General John J. Pershing National Military Park 
near Laclede, in Linn County, Missouri. 

The bill provides “That, in order to memorialize the heorism, outstanding mili- 
tary accomplishments, and distinguished public services of General John J. Pershing, 
commander of the American military forces in the World War, the Secretary of 
War is hereby authorized and directed to locate and establish a national military 
park near Laclede, Linn County, Missouri, the birthplace of General Pershing, to be 
known as the ‘General John J. Pershing National Military Park’ whenever title to 
same shall have been acquired by the United States. 

In order to establish the General John J. Pershing National Military Park the 
bill provides “the Secretary of War is hereby authorized and directed to acquire by 
purchase, condemnation, or otherwise, at a cost not to exceed $250,000, which sum 
is hereby authorized to be appropriated for the acquisition, landscaping, and beauti- 
fication of said park, such land near Laclede, Linn County, Missouri, the birthplace 
of General Pershing, as shall be suitable for the memorial objects of this Act, the 
Secretary of War being hereby vested with authority to determine the area and 
exact location of said park, and the amount that shall be expended for the acquisition 
and landscaping of said park, in no event to exceed the sum herein authorized to 


be appropriated.” 
BELLEVUE-STRATFORD 
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Heads Air Corp Information Division-—Lt. Col. John D. Reardan, AC, USA, why 
recently reported for duty as Chief of the Information Division, Office of the Chig 
of the Air Corps, dates his association with this branch of the service since the 
World War. At that time a Captain of Infantry, he was detailed as Major (tem. 
porary) in the Signal Corps, Jan. 15, 1918, and assigned to duty with the Sprug 
Production Division. During his service of over a year in the Northwest, he com. 
manded the Second Provisional Regiment at Vancouver Barracks, Wash. 

Colonel Reardan was born June 3, 1885, in Wayne Co., Ohio. He enlisted in the 
Army in October, 1904, and served with the 85th Company, Coast Artillery Corps, 
as Private, Corporal and Sergeant until his appointment as a second lieutenant 
of Infantry, Regular Army, on Jan. 24, 1908. He was promoted Ist Lieutenant op 
Feb. 14, 1914; Captain, Feb. 1, 1917; Major, July 1, 1920, and Lt.-Col., Aug. 1, 1931, 

Following his relief from duty with the Spruce Production Division, Col. Regy. 
dan was assigned to the Bureau of Aircraft Production, Washington, D. C.,, a 
Chief of the Purchase Section, Procurement Division. 

In May, 1921, he began lighter-than-air training at Ross Field, Arcadia, Calif, 
and upon completion of the course of instruction, Aug. 26, 1921, he was rateg 
“Balloon Observer.” His next assignment was that of Commanding Officer of h 
Omaha, Neb. In January, 1922, he was transferred to Langley Field, Va., for duty 
as student at the Airship School. He completed this course on June 22, 1922, and 
was rated “Airship Pilot.” Seven years later, upon completing the course at the 
Air Corps Tactical School at Langley Field, Va., he received another rating, that 
of “Airplane Observer.” 

Col. Reardan graduated from the Command and General Staff School, Ft. Leayep.

Upon his relief from the War Department General Staff in September, 1934, he 
was again assigned to duty in the Office of the Chief of the Air Corps, this time 
in the Plans Division, where he remained until his transfer to the Information 
Division. 


Staff Corps Selections—Announcement was made by the Bureau of Navigation this 
week that Staff Corps selection boards will be convened at the Navy Department 
on or about April 1 to recommend more than a hundred officers for promotion, 
The Line board for selection to commander which will meet in February will reach 
sufficient running mates so that some 264 staff lieutenant commanders will be eligi- 
ble for selection for commander. In addition to the selections for commander, there 
will be one officer of the Civil Engineer Corps selected for captain. 

The Bureau states that it is anticipated that the following number of selections 
for commander will be available: Medical Corps, 75; Dental Corps, 16; Supply 
Corps, 2; Chaplain Corps, 1; Construction Corps, 6; and Civil Engineer Corps, 9

In the event that the selections to be made by the February Line selection 
board, 1935, extend to the running mates of any lieutenant commanders of the 
staff corps junior to those listed above, such lieutenant commanders will also 
eligible for consideration. 

The Staff Corps personnel bill, designed to adjust the Equalization Act of 192, 
provide forced attrition, and extend selection to promotion to the grades of lie 
tenant and lieutenant commander, is nearly in shape to be sent to Congress. It will 
probably not be sent to the Bureau of the Budget, but under the new procedure 
will be transmitted through the National Emergency Council. 









Appointment of Admiral Hobson—The act of Congress authorizing the appointment 
and retirement of Richmond P. Hobson as “a rear admiral in the Navy, with the 
rank, pay and allowances thereof” permits his appointment as a naval constructot 
“with rank of rear admiral” and not as a rear admiral, according to the interprett 
tion placed upon it by the Navy Department. An opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy to this effect, approved by the Secretary of the Navy and 
the President, was made public recently in the official digest of decisions published 
by the Navy Department. 

Admiral Hobson, hero of the sinking of the Merrimac in Havana harbor dur 
ing the Spanish American War, resigned from the Navy following the war while 
serving as a naval constructor with rank of captain. Because he had formerly bee 
a staff corps officer, the act passed by the last Congress, authorizing his appoint: 
ment as a rear admiral, was construed by the Navy Department as authorizing 
“reinstatement” in the Construction Corps. Announcement of his appointment # 
a “rear admiral” was made by the Navy Department last summer without refer: 
ence to the exact nature of the commission. 

The decision of the Department as published in the digest, follows: 

“The bill S. 3380, 73d Cong., 2d sess. [enacted into law as Private No. 215, Juve 
9, 1934], read as follows: 

“'That the President be, and he is hereby, authorized to appoint Richmon! 
Pearson Hobson, formerly a captain of the United States Navy, a rear admi 
in the Navy, with the rank, pay and allowances thereof, and upon his acceptané 
of such appointment and the issuance of the commission in pursuance thereof, 
shall be retired by the President as from active service and be placed upon ¢ 
retired list in the grade of rear admiral, as of thirty years’ service, and with th 
pay of that grade.’ the 

“At the time of his resignation from the Navy in 1903, Mr. Hobson held 
office or grade of naval constructor with the rank of captain. In a technical sense, 
a captain is an officer in the line of the Navy, as the office or grade of captain 
not exist in any staff corps. However, staff officers may have the rank of 
while holding a different office or grade. The same is true with respect to 
rank of rear admiral. fe

. Little or nothing is yet 
st the Capitol about the much 
discussed Army promotion plans. 

It is taken for granted, since the Bud- 
get has been made public, that much 
will be done for the Air Corps both in 
Appropriations Committee and probably, 
also, in the Military Affairs Committee. 
There appears to be no doubt that full 
jongevity pay will be voted on all ap- 
propriation bills having to do with the 
gniformed services. 

No Navy program in particular has 
taken shape. The Appropriations sub- 
committee is not expected to begin hear- 
ings on the Navy Appropriation bill for 
at least a fortnight. Numerous Navy 
hills of minor importance have been in- 
troduced and referred but the Naval 
Affairs Committee has planned no hear- 
ings or meetings for the immediate 
future. The Navy Line personnel bill, 
as framed in the Navy Department, is 
still before the Bureau of the Budget 
and its fate will depend very largely 
upon recommendations there. 

Several new members of Congress are 
taking seats around the long table of 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs. 


‘Of outstanding interest to Naval officers 


among these newcomers, perhaps, will be 
Samuel W. King, Republican delegate 
from Hawaii. While he may not vote 
in Congress, he should be a valuable 
committee member. He was graduated 
from the Naval Academy in the class of 
1910. He served in the Navy until 
December 31, 1924, when he resigned, 
with the rank of Lieutenant Commander, 
to enter the real estate and insurance 
business in Honolulu. His opportunity 
in committee deliberations is further en- 
hanced by familiarity with the Naval 
Station at Pearl Harbor and with the 
important Army Posts in the territory. 
The Republican minority recognized 
Delegate King’s value in Army delibera- 
tions also by assigning him to the House 
Military Affairs committee. He was born 
on the island of Oahu in 1886 and at- 
tended the Horolulu High School before 
his appointment as a Naval Cadet. He 
has had considerable civic experience in 
Hawaii as member of numerous govern- 
mental commissions and boards and like- 
wise has been one of the Board of 
Supervisors of the City and County of 
Honolulu. 

The two new Republican Representa- 
tives on the Naval Committee are Melvin 
J. Maas, of St. Paul, and Ralph E. 
Church, of Evanston, Ill. Mr. Maas, a 
business man, who organized a general 
insurance firm in his home city, is begin- 
ning in his fourth term in Congress. 
Born at Duluth in 1898, he was graduated 


at St. Thomas College and afterward 
was an advanced student at the Uni- 


versity of Minnesota. He served over- 
seas in the aviation branch of the 
Marine Corps during the World War. 
Representative Church, the remaining 
new Republican member of Naval Af- 
fairs, also had World War service, hav- 
ing volunteered while a member of the 
General Assembly of Illinois. Born on 
& farm in Vermillion County, IL, in 
1883, he was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in 1907 and given 
the degrees of A.M. and LL.B. at North- 
western University, since which time he 
has been a practicing lawyer in Chicago. 
Although this is his first term in Con- 
gress he has had unusual legislative ex- 
Perience. Elected to the General As- 
fembly of his state in 1916, he was a 
member of the executive committee, cen- 
tral department, of the Citizens Military 
Training Camp for military service, be- 
fore he volunteered for the World War, 
and subsequently served seven terms in 
the General Assembly. He is a Meth- 
ist, a member of many clubs and a 
trustee of the National College of Edu- 
cation. 
There are three new Democratic mem- 
j of Naval Affairs—Representatives 
rend E. Casey, of Clinton, Mass., 
iene —— a Cleveland, Ohio,

moved then to Long Beach, where he 
was a teacher for eight years more. He 
was granted an A.M. degree at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California in 1931 
for work in American history and eco- 
nomics. This is his first Congress. 

Representative Casey, born at Clinton 
in 1898, got his law degree from the 
Boston University Law School and is a 
member of the American Bar Associa- 
tion and the Massachusetts Bar Associa- 
tion. He was a delegate to the Demo- 
eratie National Conventions of 1924 and 
1928 from Massachusetts. This, too, is 
Mr. Casey’s first Congress. 

Representative Young, born on an 
Ohio farm in 1889, is the son of an 
Ohio judge, whose name he bears, at- 
tended Kenyon and Adelbert colleges and 
in 1912 was graduated from Western 
Reserve University Law School. He had 
two terms in the Ohio General Assembly 
from 1913 to 1917 and was chief pros- 
ecuting attorney for Cuyahoga county, 
1919-20. He had the Democratic nomi- 
nation for attorney general of Ohio in 
1922. He served in the National Guard 
on the Mexican border in 1916 and in 
the Field Artillery in 1918. He had been 
a member of the Ohio Commission on 
Unemployment Insurance fer a year be- 
fore his election to Congress in 1932. 

There are ten new members of the 
House Military Affairs, who will consti- 
tute nearly half of the committee during 
this Congress. Two Democrats——-Duncan 
of Missouri, and Chester Thompson of 
Illinois—relinquished their assignments, 
Duncan, who is a lawyer, for a place on 
the Judiciary Committee, and Thompson 
for a place on Ways and Means. The 
new members are: Representatives 
Edwin M. Schaefer, of Belleville, Ill. ; 
Frank J. G. Dorsey, of Philadelphia, 
Pa.: John M. Costello, of Hollywood, 
Calif.: J. Joseph Smith, of Waterbury, 
Conn.: Matthew J. Merritt, of Flushing, 
Long Island, N. Y.; and Maury Mave- 
rick, of San Antonio, Tex., Democrats, 
and Samuel La Fort Collins, of Fuller- 
ton, Calif.; Dewey Short, of Galena, 
Mo.: Leslie C. Arends, of Melvin, IIL. ; 
with Delegate Samuel W. King, of Hono- 
lulu, Republicans. Several of these ten 
have just begun their first terms in 
Congress and have had _ interesting 
careers that qualify them for consider- 
ing Army legislation. 

Representative Schaefer is a chemical 
engineer and a native of his present 
home town. He was born in 1887, was 
graduated from Western Military Acad- 
emy at Alton, Ill, attended the Uni- 
versity of Illinois for two years and then 
was graduated from Washington Uni- 
versity at St. Louis. He was a super- 
intendent of plants from 1918 to 1928 
and had been chairman of the Demo- 
cratic county committee of St. Clair and 
treasurer of St. Clair county prior to 
his first election to Congress in 1932. 

Representative Dorsey is a financier 
with building and loan associations. He 
rose from a private to lieutenant in the 
World War. A native of Philadelphia, 
where he was born in 1891, he worked 
as an assayer for a watch case company 
after graduating from high school, then 
entered the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1918 and was graduated from the 
Wharton School of Finance and Com- 
merce there in 1917 with honors, as a 
bachelor of science in economics. He was 
captain of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania track team in 1917 and assistant 
in finance at that University in 1916-17. 
After his service in the World War he 
returned to financial work. He is a 
first termer in Congress. 

Representative Costello, born at Los 
Angeles in 1908 and holding the degrees 
of B.A., M.A., and LL.B., from Loyola 
University at Los Angeles, was an edu- 
eator for a year after his admission to 
the California bar in 1924, became act- 
ing president of the First National Bank 
at Tombstone, Ariz., returned to his 
legal practice for several years and was 
an unsuccessful candidate for Congress 
in 1932. 

Representative Smith, of Waterbury, 
was born there in 1904, was graduated 
from Yale in the class of 1925 and from 
Yale Law School in 1927, having been 





a research fellow of the Law School for 
1927-28, during which time he was ad- , 
mitted to the Connecticut bar. He is a ' 


member of the Elks and the Reserve 
Officers Association and is beginning his 
first term in Congress. 

Representative Merritt, of Flushing, 
born in 1895, was elected from New 
York State at large. He supplemented 
his early scholastic training with private 
studies in economics and finance. He en- 
listed in the Tank Corps during the 
World War, after which he affiliated 
himself with a real estate organization 
and became its vice president and next 
held an executive position with the New 
York loan agency of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. He has held sev- 
eral high offices in the Elks and is a 
member of the American Legion. 


Representative Maverick, is the 
eleventh and youngest son of an old 
family of San Antonio, where he was 
born in 1895. His grandfather was a 
signer of the Texas Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. He attended Virginia Insti- 
tute and University of Texas and was 
admitted at the age of 20 to the practice 
of law, becoming president of the San 
Antonio Bar Association at 23, after he 
had served as a commissioned officer in 
the First Colorado Infantry at Camp 
Kearney and as a company commander 
with the Twenty-eighth Infantry, First 
Regular Division in France. He was 
wounded, cited for “gallantry in action 
and extremely meretorious service” and 
decorated with the Silver Star and 
Purple Heart. After the war he entered 
business as a lumberman. He is a past 
commander of Veterans of Foreign Wars 
and has had two terms as tax collector, 
after organizing a Citizens’ League and 
conducting a vigorous campaign against 
the local city-county machine. . 

Of the Republicans, Representative 
Collins of California, is a native Hoosier 
born at Fortville in that state in 1895. 
He opened law offices at Santa Ana, 
Calif., after serving on the Mexican 
border and overseas in 1917-18. He was 
assistant district attorney and then dis- 
trict attorney of Orange County for six 
years and is now on his second term in 
Congress. 

Representative Arends, born in his 
present home town in 1895, has been en- 
gaged in banking and farming since 1920. 
He attended Oberlin College at Oberlin, 
Ohio, and served in the Navy during the 
World War. He belongs to the Ameri- 
can Legion in which organization he has 
been a post, a county and a district com- 
mander and has been one of the board 
of directors of Wesley Foundation at the 
University of Illinois. 


President Roosevelt's nominations to 
the Senate of naval officers at the begin- 
ning of the session are before the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee. Request has 
been made that the Committee give these 
nominations some scrutiny. It is be- 
lieved that all the difficulties will be 
ironed out, probably without much de- 
lay. The committee is not expected to 
hold a meeting for this business before 
next week, 

Practically all the nominations were 
for promotions made since the last Con- 
gress adjourned and were announced 
during the recess. With a favorable re- 
port on them from the Committee, all 
should be confirmed by the Senate with 
little or no delay. 

Apart from many private bills and 
a few routine Departmental bills, the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee has no 
business in immediate prospect. Sena- 
tor Trammel, of Florida, the Chairman, 
has been preoccupied with other legisla- 
tive matters and has given little 
thought yet to his committee program 
for the Session. 

Quite the same condition prevails 
with the Senate Military Affairs Com- 


mittee, Senator Sheppard, of Texas, 
Chairman. Several hundred Army 
nominations have been referred there 


for report. These, too, are largely for 
promotions of a routine character and, 
with a possible exception here and 
there, will be favorably reported to the 
Senate and, in all probability, confirmed 
at an early day.

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Army Mutual Aid 

The Army Mutual Aid Association’s 
annual meeting was held in the Army 
Industrial College, Munitions Building, 
on January 15. There were present about 
150 members of the Association. Maj. 
Gen. F. W. Coleman was chairman of 
the meeting. Over 6,000 absent members 
were represented by proxies. Among the 
prominent absent officers who gave their 
proxies to the President of the Associa- 
tion, Maj. Gen. M. W. Ireland, were 
Generals James C. Harbord, Ernest 
Hinds, William C, Rivers and Malvern- 
Hill Barnum. 

The Board of Directors reported a 
considerable increase in the market 
value of securities during the year. The 
amortized value of securities at the end 
of the year was over $2,800,000. Cash 
gained during the year was close to 
$350,000, and the rate of interest earned 
on investments was well over 4 per cent. 
The mortality rate was lew and condi- 
tions in the Association generally were 
more favorable even than actuaries had 
estimated would be the case. Three 
hundred sixty-one applicants were ac- 
cepted in spite of continuation of the 
pay cut and other adverse provisions of 
the Economy Act affecting Army Officers’ 
pay.

Brig. Gen. Cornelius Vanderbilt’s re- 
yest to be relieved of his duties as 
Commanding General of the 77th Divi- 
son, New York City’s principal unit in 
the United States Army Reserve, be- 
cause of the pressure of his business 
interests, was granted this week when 
orders were issued at Second Corps 
Area headquarters transferring the out- 
standing citizen-soldier to the unas- 

ed list of the Army Reserve. 

For the past thirty-three years an offi- 
er of the military forces of the State 
or Nation, General Vanderbilt, who has 
prought the 77th Division to a high 
state of military efficiency and prepared- 
ness since assuming the post of Com- 
manding General, Nov. 12, 1929, will con- 
tinue his present connection with the 
Army Reserve as a Brigadier General 
on an active status. 

Maj. Gen. Dennis E. Nolan, USA, com- 
manding the Second Corps Area, paid 
General Vanderbilt high tribute and 
praised his services in a letter inform- 
ing him his request to be relieved would 
be granted. General Nolan wrote:

General Vanderbilt, from his first ap- 
pointment as a second lieutenant in the 
old Twelfth (Infantry) Regiment, Sept. 
20, 1901, served in the New York Na- 
tional Guard, rising through the various 
grades. He went to the Mexican Border 
with the State troops mustered into 
Federal service in 1916, and returned as 
colonel commanding the 22nd Engineers, 
N. Y. N. G. He has been an outstand- 
ing Engineer officer.

The 
stand taken by Air Corps officials is that 
every Air Corps Reserve Officer should 
have two weeks active duty training 
each year and in all 120 air hours train- 
ing, both active and inactive, to keep 
him tactically qualified. Funds allowed 
during the past few years permit but a 
fraction of this training. 

A maximum 25,000 hours a year is al- 
lowed for all reserve officers by a pro- 
vision carried annually in the War 
Department appropiation bill. With 
nearly 1,500 Group 1 pilots in the re- 
serve this permits but an average of 16 
hours per year per pilot. Actually only 
a portion of these take training and 
those who desire it receive 30 to 40 
hours per year. Air Corps officials con- 
sider it dangerous for pilots to fly less 
than four hours a month. Regular Army 
pilots fly more than 200 hours a year. 

Together with the limit on inactive 
duty flying, for which the reserve offi- 
cers receive no pay, funds for two-week 
active duty training have been mate- 
rially reduced. Slightly more than 600 
of 14,500 Group 1 pilots are allowed this 
training. 


Several suggestions have been ad- 
vanced to provide additional inactive 
training. The Baker Board recom- 


mended the purchase of low cost com- 
mercial planes. Another suggestion is 
the rental of commercial planes. The 
Air Corps, however, does not look upon 
these suggestions as practical, as it 
holds that valuable training can only be 
secured in military aircraft. 

Considerable objection has also been 
made as to the type of aircraft provided 
for reserve units. Reservists charge 
that the Regular Army Air Corps ap- 
propriates all of the new up-to-date 
planes procured and permits the reserve 
bases only nearly obsolete nearly worn- 
out craft. Air Corps officials admit that 
few new planes are provided for avia- 
tion reserve bases, but declare that Con- 
gress has not appropriated for anywhere 
near sufficient replacement planes for 
the reserve in recent years and it has 
been necessary to furnish them with 
planes bought for the Regular Army Air 
Corps. 

The Air Reserve Association, in a brief 
submitted to the Howell Board, calls at- 
tention to these deficiencies. 

“There are approximately 1,500 Group 
1 pilots in the reserve,” the Association 
states, “only 12,500 flying hours were al- 
lotted for these pilots during the fiscal 
year 1934. This is an average of less 
than nine hours a year, or forty-five min- 
utes a month a pilot. In no event was 
any reserve pilot allowed more than 
two hours a month for the year men- 


tioned. 
“Reserve pilots receive no pay for 
their inactive duty flying. National 


Guard pilots, who cannot be, regarded 
as any part of the air combat force of 
the nation, are allowed approximately 
105 hours a year, according to the 
Baker report, and are paid for the fily- 
ing duty they perform. * * * Reserve 
squadrons are furnished reconditioned 
ships which have been discarded by the 
regular Army Air Corps after extended 
periods of service. These planes, in 
many _ instances, lack instruments, 
lights and other adequate accessories. 
* * * National Guard squadrons are gen- 
erally equipped with new planes of lat- 
est design. 

“The Air Reserve must be regarded 
as the nation’s first line of air defense 
in the event of a national emergency. 
because (a) our regular Army air force 
has less than 1,000 pilots all of whom 
would be utilized in the event of mobili- 
zation for indispensable duties other 
than combat flying with tactical squad- 
rons. (b) National Guard squadrons 
cannot be regarded as units of the air 
force, because they are all observation 
squadrons and none is equipped with or 
trained for pursuit, attack or bombard- 
ment aviation. 

“(e) Pilots of established air lines 
cannot be regarded as military reserv- 
ists, since their duties as air line pilots 
would continue, in the event of war. 
(d) The private pilots of the nation 
would require extended periods of train- 
ing and instruction in military aeronau- 








tics to qualify for technical operations. 

“The necessity of assigning 138 Air 
Corps Reserve pilots to air-mail duty 
last winter substantiates the argument 
that reservists will constitute the bulk 
of our fighting pilots whenever mobiliza- 
tion is ordered.”

Appointments in Air Corps 
for the first time in a number of 
the War Department announced 
week that examinations will be 
with a view to appointing addi- 
officers in the Air Corps, Regular 
. It is estimated that the number 
to be commissioned will be between 20 
and 40. 
The shortage of officers in the Air 
Corps has been keenly felt and while 
the number to be admitted is not great 
it is taken as an encouraging omen. It 
will be recalled that the report of the 
faker Board stressed the necessity of 
increasing the officer strength of the 


Corps. 

The vacancies on the promotion list, 
it is stated, result from the unusually 
jarge number of retirements last Fall 
when the War Department was forced 
to cut to 11,750 the number of officers 
emissioned prior to June 1, 1934. 

The announcement of the examinations 
for commission follows: 

“Appointment of officers in the Air 
Corps, Regular Army.—1. Examinations 
of applicants for appointment as second 
lientenants in the Air Corps, Regular 
Army, in accordance with the provisions 
of AR 605-5 and special conditions here- 
jnafter set forth, will be held on the 
following dates:

The report will urge, it is said, that this 
body have charge of the air mail, now 
under the Post Office Department, air 
commerce, now under the Commerce De- 
partment and the activities now per- 
formed for aviation by the Weather Bu- 
reau of the Agriculture Department. 
The report, it is understood, does not go 
into past performances, such as the can- 
cellation of air mail contracts. 

Recommendation is to be made, it is 
understood, that three air defense bases 
be established on the Atlantic, coast 
three on the Pacific coast, one on the 
Gulf of Mexico, one in the Canal Zone 
and one in Hawaii. Of the three air- 
ships which the Commission is said to 
urge be purchased for the Navy, two 
would be large craft similar to the Ma- 
con and one would be a small training 
ship. 





Mobilization Training 

Instructions have been issued to the 
Commanding General of each of the 
Four Armies, Corps Areas and Depart- 
ments as follows: 

“The War Department is engaged in 
the preparation or revision of various 
programs and schedules for mobilization 
training. It is believed that the follow- 
ing outline of the nature and status of 
these projects will be of assistance in 
mobilization planning. These programs 
and schedules are not intended to be 
applied blindly but will be furnished as 
guides to assist commanders and staffs 
in the preparation of final schedules to 
meet a specific situation. 

“a. Unit Training. A series of sched- 
ules for unit training, which will include 
a schedule for certain type units of all 
arms and services, is partly completed. 
The schedule for the Infantry regiment 
(other than tanks) has been approved 
and is being subjected to field test at the 
Infantry School. Schedules for the Cay- 
alry regiment (horse), the Field Artil- 
lery regiment 75-mm. horse-drawn) and 
the Coast Artillery regiment (harbor 
defense) have been completed and await 
approval. Based upon. these pilot 
models, work is being initiated on the 
schedules of the other type regiments 
of these arms and the schedules for the 
remaining arms and _ services. While 
these schedules are drawn for a four 
months’ training period, they are in 
such form as to be useful to units hav- 
ing a shorter time for training. Each 
schedule consists of three parts,—master 
schedules giving the allocation of time 
to subject; detailed daily schedules; 
and annexes dealing with specialist 
training. It is contemplated that. sum- 
maries of schedules now completed will 
be distributed at an early date, as 
widely as available funds permit. The 
possibility of financing distribution of 
full copies of the schedule at a later 
date is now under study. 

“b. Officer Candidates. The existing 
series of programs of instruction for 
schools for officer candidates is under 
study with a view to revision. When 
revised, the program for each arm and 
service will be for a three months’ 
course. Separate programs will be 
drawn, if necessary, for the personnel 
required for type units of the arms and 
for the functional subdivisions of the 
services, 

“ce, Enlisted Replacements. The prob- 
lem of training individual enlisted re- 
placements is also being studied. Tenta- 
tive plans contemplate the preparation 
of a series of replacement training 
schedules for a normal three months’ 
training period. The schedules will be 
made up by each arm and service and 
will be in two parts. The first part will 
cover a period of some two or three 
weeks and will provide for all basic in- 
dividual instruction, so that combat re- 
placements can be forwarded to a the- 
atre with a minimum standard of train- 
ing, if required. The second part of the 
series will provide for specialized in- 
struction to produce fully qualified re- 
placements for combat assignment and 
for the various administrative or non- 








combat specialists.”

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British Army Promotion 


(From the Army Quarterly of Great 
Britain) 

The recommendations of the Commit- 
tee on Promotion, which concluded its 
labours in the early summer, have been 
accepted by the Army Council, whose 
decisions were announced in a brief and 
somewhat uninspiring communiqué on 
the 24th of July. * * * 

The most important of the terms of 
reference to the Committee was whether 
it was desirable to take immediate steps 
to improve the prospects of promotion 
in the ranks of major, captain and lieu- 
tenant in the infantry of the line, with 
the proviso that no scheme should be 
considered which involved an increase 
of pay or other considerable expendi- 
ture. Two essentials are required if pro- 
motion is to be really satisfactory, viz. 
an even intake of officers at the bottom 
and a reasonable outlet at the top, so 
that the flow of promotion may run 
smoothly and fairly. Owing to the large 
number of officers who joined the Army 
during the years of the war, there has 
been for some years past a definite 
block in the flow of promotion, and in 
some regiments of infantry subalterns 
were to be found with sixteen, seventeen 
and even eighteen years’ service. 

What may appear at first sight to be 
the most important recommendation 
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made by the Committee is the offer of 
a £60 increase of pension to about 150 
officers who were invited to volunteer 
for these special terms. * * * 

Another recommendation which at- 
tracted considerable attention was the 
abolition of the “Ghost System,” under 
which the British Army, but not the 
Indian Army, had suffered for some 
seven or eight years. This mysterious 
system has exercised a restraining in- 
fluence upon general officers who, al- 
though they may have been ready to 
retire, have not done so because, if they 
retired under a certain age, it was not 
possible to promote officers in their place. 
There was thus a gradually increasing 
congestion in the Colonels’ List with its 
natural repercussions all the way down 
the line. The removal of this artificial 
obstruction has freed the stream of pro- 
motion at the head, and the effects will 
be felt in gradually increasing degrees 
in the course of the next few years. 


A third recommendation was the in- 
troduction of a “Selected Majors’ List” 
in order to give officers of real ability 
better prospects of promotion. Compara- 
tively junior officers are also encouraged 
by the simple, but none the less skilful, 
expedient of giving real value to a brevet 
majority. In future, majors of two years 
and brevet majors of five years’ service 
as such will be specially considered for 
the “Selected Majors’ List,” from which 
commanding officers will ultimately be 
selected. In the same connection a 
tightening up in the system of promotion 
for junior officers was also introduced. 


Another important proposal was the 


| encouragement given to officers who had 


qualified for the Staff College, but for 
whom there were no vacancies. In the 
past, most of these officers served con- 
tinually for many years with their regi- 
ments without change of environment or 
duties, and their careers tended to be- 
come monotonous. Increased opportuni- 
ties are to be given to these officers, 
and to other regimental officers with out- 
standing records, to serve from time to 
time on the staif, which should be a 
considerable advantage not only to them 
but also to their units. 


The recommendations of the Commit- 
tee affect officers from the rank of 
subaltern to general and call upon all 
ranks to make certain sacrifices. Gen- 
erals will now be employed for lesser 
periods than in the past; the severity of 
selection from colonel to major-general 
will still remain as severe as hitherto 
(about 1 in 5 or 6), and, in addition, 


‘many colonels will have their careers 


prematurely terminated—nor will these 
senior officers get any increase in their 
pension as is contemplated for captains 
and majors. 





Uphold Compulsory ROTC 


A Kansas state constitutional provi- 
sion exempting persons with religious 
scruples from bearing arms was held this 
week by a Kansas state court to have 
no bearing upon a State college requiring 
compulsory military training. 


District Judge Otis E, Hungate, deny- 
ing an injunction asked by Raymond 
McMahon, a veterinary student at Man- 
hattan College, a state institution, to pre- 
vent college authorities from requiring 
him to participate in ROTC training, 
declared : 

“The State has a right to train its 
youth in military matters and to have 
them prepared for defense of their coun- 
try,” the judge said, “whether the youth 
has conscientious objections or other- 
wise.” 

McMahon claimed he had to attend 
Manhattan, a land grant college, rather 
than another state institution, to obtain 
the veterinary course which he desired. 
He charged the board of regents of vio- 
lating a State constitutional exemption 
for those having religious objections 
against bearing arms, in requiring him 
to take the military training as a condi- 
tion of attendance and then expelling 
him for refusing. 





Financial Digest 

The Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 
tion statement of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks in 91 leading cities on Janu- 
ary 9 shows decreases for the week of 
$63,000,000 in total loans and invest- 
ments and $20,000,000 in net demand 
deposits and $8,000,000 in Government 
deposits, and increases of $145,000,000 
in reserve balances with Federal Reserve 
banks and $9,000,000 in time deposits. 


Loans on securities to brokers and 
dealers in New York City declined $27,- 
000,000 at reporting member banks in 
the New York district and $26,000,000 at 
all reporting member banks; loans on 
securities to brokers and dealers outside 
New York City declined $5,000,000 in 
the Boston district and $8,000,000 at all 
reporting banks; and loans on securities 
to others declined $7,000,000 in the 
Atlanta district, $6,000,000 in the New 
York district and $22,000,000 at all re- 
porting banks. Holdings of acceptances 
and commercial paper increased $4,000,- 
000 in the New York district and at all 
reporting member banks; real estate 
loans declined $2,000,000; and “other 
loans” declined $14,000,000 in the New 
York district and at all reporting banks. 


Holdings of United States Government 
direct obligations declined $18,000,000 in 
the Chicago district and $11,000,000 in 
the St. Louis district, and increased $14,- 
000,000 in the New York district and 
$6,000,000 in the San Francisco district, 
all reporting banks showing no change 
for the week; holdings of obligations 
fully guaranteed by the United States 
Government increased $7,000,000 in the 
Philadelphia district and $5,000,000 at 
all reporting member banks, and declined 
$8,000,000 in the New York district; and 
holdings of other securities increased 
$12,000,000 in the New York district and 
declined a like amount in the other dis- 
tricts. 


Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state- 
ment, had total loans and investments of 
$1,231,000,000 and net demand, time and 
Government deposits of $1,399,000,000, 
compared with $1,255,000,000 and $1,380,- 
000,000, respectively, on January 2. 

The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended January 9, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,- 
464,000,000, a decrease of $4,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and of

Standards of Flying Proficiency 
The War Department Committee for 

the Army Air Corps made the following 
gpecial recommendations relative to the 
fying proficiency of the individuals of 
the Army Air Corps: 

“All Air Corps officers of 15 or less 
years’ service should be qualified pi- 
lots. A standard qualification should 
be established administratively for all 
Air Corps officers of 15 or less years’ 
service in the Air Corps ‘who are 
placed on flying duty. This standard 
qualification should include annual 
flying as pilots of not less than 100 
hours, including a reasonable percent- 
age of cross-country, instrument, night 
and formation flying. Exceptions to 
these requirements should be made 
only by the approval of the Secretary 
of War in each specific case. Those 
not qualified to meet the standard 
qualifications should be utilized or dis- 
posed of in accordance with the fol- 
lowing paragraph. 

“After 15 years of service, all Air 
Corps officers should be tested periodi- 
cally by a qualified board, to deter- 
mine their qualifications as flying of- 
fiers. Those capable of meeting the 
conditions given in (8) above, and 
others as deemed desirable, should be 
declared eligible as pilots for flying 
command duty, that is, to command 
combat squadrons and groups. 

“Those found disqualified as pilots 
for flying command duty, unless com- 
ing within the provisions of existing 
Tetirement and Class B laws, should 
be divided into two groups—(a) those 
capable and qualified for nonpiloting 
duty in the Air Corps; (b) those not 
capable or qualified for piloting or 
hon-piloting duty with the Air Corps. 

“The non-piloting group referred to 
above should include those deemed 
qualified for such duties as high com- 
mand and staffs in the Air Corps, 
Senior officers of the engineer group

(3) 10 hours’ night flying, including 
a night avigation flight of 2 hours’ dura- 
tion. 

(4) 5 hours’ formation flying. 

Commanding Generals of Overseas De- 
partments are authorized to eliminate 
the 500-mile avigation flights, if the 
physical and geographical limitations of 
their departments are such as to make 
this requirement unduly hazardous. Any 
other reasonable avigation requirement 
deemed desirable by a Department Com- 
mander may be substituted therefor. 
Where such substitution is made, the 
War Department will be informed of its 
nature. 

The flying indicated in each category 
above will be in accordance with Tech- 
nical Regulations prescribed by the 
Chief of the Air Corps. 

In addition to those rated airplane 
pilots, the following classes of Air Corps 
personnel will be required to fulfill the 
requirements of this paragraph in ac- 
cordance with their flying ratings as to 
hours and types of missions with the ex- 
ception of instrument flying under the 
hood. 

(1) Those holding both pilot and ob- 
server ratings but flying on observer 
status. 

(2) Airplane observers. 

(3) Balloon observers (not on duty 
with a balloon squadron). 

(4) All other personnel on flying stat- 
us except student personnel at the Air 
Corps Training Center. 

In order to check the degree of com- 
pliance with the prescribed standards, 
the Secretary of War will appoint not 
later than June 30th annually two 
boards of three field Air Corps officers 
each for the administrative examination 
of Air Corps officers as indicated below. 
One board will function for all person- 
nel assigned to the GHQ Air Force and 
the other for all personnel not so as- 
signed, these boards to be known as— 

Flying Proficiency Board, Office, Chief 
of Air Corps. 

Flying Proficiency Board, GHQ Air 
Force. 

These boards will classify personne! 
as follows: 

Those who have complied with the 
standard of flying proficiency and are 
qualified for piloting and flying com- 
mand duty. 

All others grouped into classes as in- 
dicated below: 

Those eligible for piloting and/or fly- 
ing command duty, that is, to command 
squadrons and groups. 

Those capable and qualified for non- 
piloting duty in the Air Corps. This non- 
piloting group will include those deemed 
qualified for such duties as high com- 
mand and staffs in the Air Corps, com- 
bat duties other than piloting, and se- 
nior officers of the engineer group and 
procurement-supply group of the Air 
Corps. 

Those not capable or qualified for pi- 
loting or non-piloting duty with the Air 
Corps. 

The Boards will also classify the fol- 
lowing into the groups indicated above. 

Airship and balloon pilots. The stand- 
ard of flying proficiency for this group 
will be prescribed by the Chief of the 
Air Corps. 

All officers who on June 30, 1935, have 
been suspended or removed from flying 
status for physical or other reasons. 

Non-rated officers of the Air Corps not 
on flying status. 

The Boards will make a detailed ex- 
amination of flight records of Air Corps 
personnel on flying status and of such 
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other evidence bearing on the indi- 
vidual’s flying proficiency as may be ob- 
tainable. The Boards will give careful 
consideration to the availability of fly- 
ing equipment and other local condi- 
tions. 

The proceedings will be submitted to 
the War Department for final action 
through the Chief of Air Corps and the 
Commanding General, GHQ Air Force, 
respectively. ‘ 

After action by the War Department 
on the reports of the boards, each indi- 
vidual found to be not capable or quali- 
fied for piloting or non-piloting duty with 
the Air Corps will be so notified. 

Where the individual objects to this 
classification, he will so notify the War 
Department, when the necessary instruc- 
tions for a flight test will be issued. 

Results of flight tests will be for- 
warded to the board which recommended 
the classification of the individual. The 
board will then, after a complete review 
of the flight test report, make specific 
recommendation as to the classification 
in which the individual should be placed 
as a result of the flight test. The pro- 
ceedings will then be forwarded through 
channels to the War Department for ac- 
tion by the Secretary of War, which ac- 
tion will be final. 

No officer will be removed from flying 
status as a result of the process de- 
scribed above until his case has been 
acted upon by the War Department. 
Those officers found finally not capable 
or qualified for piloting or non-piloting 
duty with the Army Air Corps will be 
utilized for ground duty in the Air 
Corps, or on other duty unless physically 
or otherwise disqualified.

curable. 

“It has been my sincere desire to im- 
prove the functioning of this office by 
improving the procurement methods now 
in use. I am striving to facilitate co- 
operation between the various War De- 
partment agencies, to provide a common 
viewpoint for the study of the diversi- 
fied problems of the various supply arms 
and services and to promote uniformity 
and efficiency in the transaction of all 
business matters. With this end in view 
it is again recommended that Congress 
be requested to pass the so-called ‘uni- 
form contract law’ which it has pre- 
viously had under consideration. Its 
passage would simplify our methods; 
and business men dealing with us could 
save considerable time, effort, and ex- 
pense. It is also extremely desirable 
that the Congress be requested to au- 
thorize the establishment of a shop-ex- 
pense fund and a stock fund for all 
Army manufacturing establishments. 
This particular proposal is designed to 
facilitate manufacturing and repair by 
setting up a general shop fund from 
which the overhead expenses of manu- 
facturing plants could be paid, thereby 
eliminating the present cumbersome and 
intricate cost-accounting system. 

“In conclusion, I wish to reiterate 
that, in my opinion, the business affairs 
of the War Department committed to 
my charge have been conducted with 
mutual benefit to the Army and indus- 
try. In the solution of the many prob- 
lems which have arisen, we have been 
assisted in no small measure by the 
coordinated and constructive effort of 
other Government departments, and by 
the sympathetic understanding which 
the vast majority of industry has dis- 
played. With a continuation of these 
conditions, I look forward with confid- 
ence to the increasing responsibilities 
which in the next few years my office 
will undoubtedly be called upon to 
assume.”

In the meantime, the committee 
has asked the Navy Department to 
forward Colonel Wililams’ record for use 
at the hearing. 

Colonel Williams was chosen by a 
selection board to fill the extra vacancy 
in the brigadier generals created by the 
act of March 29, 1984.

Retire ta, agra, A Unfit 
Bditor, AnMy anv Navy JouBNAL: 

The following plan for a possible solu- 
tion of the promotion situation is hereby 
submitted. In arriving at this plan, the 
following conditions were considered as 
desirable: 

a. A reasonable guaranteed promotion 
where all officers with approximately the 
same service have the same chance of 
reaching the grade of colonel. 

b. Prevention of a future “hump.” 

ec. Minimum additional cost to the gov- 
ernment. 

d. Retention of the present single pro- 
motion List. 

e. Attrition to be from those officers 
who have reached their maximum limit 
of promotion, and from those officers 
who desire retirement. 

f. A commissioned personnel ready for 
any emergency all ready for active field 
service. 

The possible solution is as follows: 

1. Guaranteed promotion—That all pro- 
motion list officers be promoted with the 
following commissione4 service: 

Second lieutenant to first Neutenant 
with 5 years’ service. 

First lieutenant to captain with 10 
years’ service. 

A agen to major with 17 years’ ser- 
vice. 

Major to lieutenant colonel with 28 
years’ service. 

Lieutenant colonel to colonel with 30 
years’ service. 

That promotion be by the present pro- 
motion list and officer so placed on the 
list with constructive service be pro- 
moted when any officer junior to him is 
promoted. 

2. Division of promotion lUst—That 
the promotion list be divided as follows: 

21 major generals 

46 brigadier generals 

Colonels, maximum limit 6%, minimum 
limit 6%. 

Lieutenant colonels, maximum limit 
84%, minimum limit 10%. 

Majors (see par. 4), minimum limit 
14%. 

Captains, no maximum limit, minimum 
limit 80%. 

First lieutenants, no maximum limit, 




















minimum limit 25%. 
with less than 3 years’ service be pro- 
moted to first lieutenant.) 

(Note: The limits listed as examples, 
the exact limits can best be determined 
by the War Department. It is, however, 
suggested that the maximum limit be 
placed on the total of the majors and 
lieutenant colonels, as their duties can 
be interchanged. ) 

8. Attrition—That the following means 
of selection out be employed to gain the 
necessary attrition: 

a. That all promotion list officers be 
given a very rigid annual physical ex- 
amination and all officers found to be 
unfit for active field service commen- 
surate with their present grade be re 
tired as now provided by law. 


b. That all brigadier generals and all 
colonels who are passed over for pro- 
motion by two promotion boards be re- 
tired. 

ec. That age in grade retirement be 
mandatory for the following grades at 
ages stated: 

Brigadier generals at age 62. 

Colonels at age 60. 

Lieutenant colonels and below at age 


d, That any officer commissioned on or 
before July 1, 1920, shall be retired at 
his own request. 

e. That any additional attrition needed 
to remain within the maximum limit 
per grade be obtained by the selection 
out of the least useful officers as deter- 
mined by a board of General officers. 

f. That officers retired under the pro- 
visions of paragraphs 3b, c, d and e be 
retired with rate of pay of 244% for 
each year of active commissioned service 
with a 75% maximum. 

4. Prevention of future hump—That 
in order to cause the gradual adoption 
of this plan so as to prevent a future 
“hump,” that not to exceed 700 officers 
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(Except no officer | be commissioned in the grade of second 








lieutenant in any one year. Further- 
more, in order to retain the commis- 
sioned officers on the promotion list at 
authorized strength, sufficient of the 
officers selected out under the provisions 
of paragraph 3e may be retained in the 
grade of major in excess of the maxi- 
mum limit—-these officers to be retired 
in sufficient numbers to maintain 700 
vacancies in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant per year. 


5. That all restriction relative to offi- 
cers retired under provisions of para- 
graphs 3b, c, d and e be removed so as 
to allow them to accept commissions in 
the National Guard and the Organized 
Reserve Corps. Furthermore, that all 
officers so retired will be commissioned 
with one increase in grade in the Re- 
serve Corps. 

Discussion—Our present system seems 
to allow many officers physically unfit 
for active field service to remain on 
active duty, therefore, slowing up pro- 
motion and giving the country fewer 
regular ooflicers in time of emergency. 
It is believed that our service is too 
small to allow this condition. 


It is believed that little additional cost 
will be entailed by the provisions of 
paragraph 3, as the difference between 
active duty pay and retired pay for 
those retired will pay the active duty 
pay of the new officer required. 

Since the officers retired under the pro- 
visions of paragraphs 3b and c have little 
or no chance for future promotion, why 
retain them? Like provisions exist in 
the Navy and Marine Corps. 

The provisions of paragraph 3d tends 
to reduce the “hump” and allows any 
officer the privilege (?) he would have 
if less efficient and retired under Class 
B laws. 

Paragraph 4 allows the “hump” to be 
carried along at suitable grade, grad-
